An Account of fonie Books. 
I, Johannh Schcffiri LAPPONIA, (jc. Frmcofurti i6j^. 
in 4*^. 

TH E Author of this Hiftory, glorying in the Treface-, 
that he is the firft that hath truly difcover'd Lapland 
und its Inhabitants to the World j and there being not yet 
tranlport'ed hither any confiderable number of Copies, to fa- 
tisiie the Curiofity of the Inquifitivc : We fhall liere the more 
largely and particularly reprefent the principal Contents of 
this Book, as tar as 'tis confiftent witii the delign and bufinefs 
of thefe Trads. 

Flrji, then, He giveth us the Scituation and Climat of this 
Country, informing us, That as fiir as 'tis fubje<a to the 
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Crown (^Swediriy it is (itituate between the 'Latitude oi 6/^ 
and 71, and the Longitude of about 38 and 65 deg. and that 
'tis now call'dwith one word, Lapld-nd^ which was formerly 
call'dby the Natives, Biarmid'^ and by, Strangers,, 5^«V-F/«-- 
nidy which latter Name ic^ook fronj the ctiftom of the. people^;, 
to skritythxt is,. to Jlide, with a kind of wooden Shoes,, over 
the Ice and Snow. As for the Temperature of the CMmat j he- 
obferves. That in the more Northern part oELapidnd^the 6m\ 
fets not in Summer, nor rifes in Winter for fome Months to- 
gether i.that the Moon and the abundance of Snow do by their 
brightnefs in fome meafure, make fome compenfation for the 
long nights ; and that the Air is very fereneand wholfom, be- 
ing fanned by flrong winds, and cJear'd in Winter by deep> 
fnows and hard frofts ,-, the moft rapid Rivers not being able 
to efcape freezing to the thicknefs of two, tliree, and more' 
cubits ;.. though in Summer the Heatbe exceillve for a couple • 
of Months, the Sun never fetting forti)at time: Which feafon,; 
not coming in till the end oi'June, the Grafs begins then firft' 
of a-U to ap.Dear, and the Trees to bud, but with that viaor,. 
that in a Fortnights time the flowers of Herbsandthe leaves of • 
Trees arrive to their full fee. The Soil is in fome pirts flo- 
ny, craggy and fandy j in others, by reafon of the abun-- 
dance of LaLes, Rivers and Rivulets,, wet and moprillij. 
producing ftore of Grafs and Kitchin-Herbs. 

Secondly, He defcribes the habit both of the Body and Mind'" 
of the Laplanders, faying, that they are generally of low ffa- 
ture, yet fome of their Women not unhandfom ; the Men of a 
dark fallow colour i both Men and Women lean, feidom any; 
behig found fat and corpulent ^ however they are very finewy^ 
ffrong and fwift in, running. But as to the, conftitution of 
their Mind, they are exceedingly fuperfHtious, timorous and' 
un- warlike .;. whence the Author takes oecafion to un-deceive>- 
tiie World, that hath hitherto been perfwaded,. ns if that^ 
great AVarrier, King G'ufia'vus Adolpbus, had done his great'- 
Atchievments by Laplanders, and their Magical Arts. They 
are very fufj:)tcious, deceitful, prOne to anger and revenge, 
efpecially tiie Women. Covetous they are alfo, and flothfiil, 
yet proud of themfelves.and defpifers of other Nations. That- 
ivbich our A.uthor cDnimends in them, is, that they keep the 
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Bond of Marriage facred, fteal not, are good to the Poor, and 
hofpitable enough to Strangers. They have good memories, 
and want not the wit of making themlelves all their own Tools, 
and other Necelfariesj 'viz. their own Cloaths, Shoes, Veflels, 
Inftruments for Carriage, Hunting, Filhing,c^c. 

lljircllyy He enquires into the Origin of thefe Laplanders-^ 
and finds them to be an Off-fpring and Colony of the Finlan- 
cUrs; which he endeavours to prove from the affinity there is 
in their Languages, and from the Habit of their body, their 
Manners, Cuftoms, ^c. Here he affigns the feveral occafions 
and times of their feveral Tranfmigrations. 

Fourthly^ He gives an Account of tlieir ancient Pagan^ and 
modern C<r//?/fl« Religion, which latter the SzsDedes \were the 
happy Infiruments o(;, under tlicir King L-adiJlam^ A. 1277 ; 
his Succeffors caufing fome Churches to be built amongjft 
them, and the late Queen Chrijlina ere^fting at once no leis 
than four Churches, A, 1640, in-a part of Lapland, where a 
Siivtr-Minc had. been found out j as her Royal Father, Gtifta- 
'vrif Jdotphuryha.d fet lap fome Schools aniongft them about the 
year 1 6 19, for the better education of Youth : Notvvith (land- 
ing v^'liich, there remain many Relicks of their ancient Idola- 
try, Super Hition^ Sacrifices, and Magic; of which laft, our 
Author treats at iarge, eipecialiy of their M'Uikal Dww, which 
he defcribci, fiid, as to its Tahrkk and Ornainenti, it being 
madeeither of Beech, Pine, or Firr, cleaved in the middle, and 
having that part, which is to ferve for the Drum, and is in a 
manner of an Oval figure, excavated, and the plain fide of it 
cover'd with a skin, oa which are painted various Piclures, 
not only of their ancient Gods, and of Chrift, and his Apo- 
ftles, but alfo of the Sun. and Stars, an<l variO'Us Beads, Ser- 
pents, Lakes and Rivers j. all which are diftinguiihed and fe- 
parated into three feveral Regions by Lines ; though others 
of thefe Drums be pictured otherwifci They have all of them 
an hidcx and an lianimer. The Index is a bundle of brafs or 
iron-Rings, of which thebiggefthath a hole in the middle, the 
fmaller ones being appendant to it , thougli this alio varies in 
feveral places. The Hammer or Drum-dick is made of the 
Horn of a Rheen-Dear, wherewith they beat tlie Drum, to 
anake the af^refaid Rings, laid on the top of the Drupi, move 
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and dance about the Images pidur'd thereon, and at laft to 
jfhew what they have a mind to berefolvedof. And the ufethey 
put this Dmm to (which is the fecond thing in our Author's de- 
fcription of it) is, that by beating it they may explore chiefly 
thefe three foits of things j i . What Sacrifices they Ihall beft 
pleafe their Gods with ? 2. What fuccefs they ihall have in 
their bufinefs and undertaking, e.g. Hunting, Filhing, Curing of 
DifealeSj^c. 3. What is done in places remote from them? 
Concerning all which, What Ceremonies and poftures they ufe 
in beating this Drum, and what meafures they take for difco- 
vering their purpofes, would be too long and too tedious to 
tranfcribe ; though indeed the main thing of the latter, which 
relates to the marks of difco very, be kept by this people for a 
fecret. Befides this Drum, they make ufe of a Magical Cord, 
that hath three knots in it,of which when they untye one, they 
raife a tolerable Windj when the fecond, amuch ftronger wind ,• 
when the third, a great Storm. They ferve themfelves alfo of 
Magical Arrows, by which they are believed to caufe difeafes, 
pain and other mifchief,even to thofe that are far diftant from 
them. And thefe Arts they not only exercife againft ftrangers, 
but alio againft oneanotherj concerning which, here is related 
an odd example of one, that excelling in Magic, could not be 
overcome by his Adverfary, how skilful foever in the fame 
Art, till he, being found a fleep under a Rock, was kill'd by his 
Enemies craft, breaking that Rock and throwmg it upon him. 

Fifthly, He treats of their Government andjudicature, both 
ancient and modern j of which to difcourfehere, is befides the 
fcope of thefe Papers. 

Sixthly, He particularizes their Trade, confifting in Fifii, and 
Furrs, as the skins ofErmim, black, blueifli and white Foxes, 
Rheen-Dear, Shoes and Boots, and Cheefe of their Rheen- 
Dear, &c. which Commodities they exchange for Rixdollars, 
for linnen and woUen Cloth, for Copper, Brafs, Salt, Flower, 
Brimflone, Pins, Needles, Knives,"Spirit of Wine, and Tobacco. 

Se-venthly^ He informs us of tiie Language of the Laplanders, 
which he aifirms to have a great affinity with that of the Fin- 
landers, as the People from whom they are defcended. 

Eightly, He difcourfes of their Houfes, Drefs and Vi5iuals. 
As to the firft, he faith, that though formerly they tranfported 
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their Manfions from place to place,accordIng to theexigency of 
their livelihood ; yet they have been of late by publick Edi(5ls 
reftrain'd from that vagabond kind of life to more fixed places 
and Territories, large enough to furnilh each Family with Ne- 
cefll'ries for life. Touching theirDre/},he notes,that 'tisffraight, 
and fitted to the {everal parts of the Body, that fo it may not 
trouble or hinder them : The ftuflf of it is largely defcribed by 
the Author. Their Vi6fmh are different according to the dif- 
ference of thePeople, of which fomeliveinMountainous places, 
fome in Plains and Woods. The former live almoft together 
upon thciiRheen-jyear^znd their Milk,Cheefe andFleihj which 
laft they dry by expofing it for a good while to the hard Win- 
ter-frofts, and fo eat it, thofe frofts fubduing the rawnefs of it 
little lefs than other places theheatsof theSun do: The/^r^^y- 
feed upon Fifh, Fowl and wild Beafts, efpecially Bears-flefh, 
which is their greateft delicacy. Bread and Salt is unknown to 
niofl: of them ;. they ufing for Bread dryed Filh, beaten to pow- 
der, and for Sail the Inner bark of Pine-trees, prepar'd after 
this manner,.T/2. They un-bark the tailed of thofe Trees, efpe- 
cially that part which is next to the ground, and take of it the 
inner bark, whofe feveral coats they part afunder, and expofe. 
thcm,\ve!l ciean'd, totheSun, to dry : Then they tear them into 
fmall parts, and put them into pretty big Boxes, made of the 
outer bark of Trees. Thefe Boxes they dig under ground, and 
cover them withfand5andfo letthem be macerated for a whole 
day by their own heat. Then they make upon thofe Boxes a 
great lire of blocks of Trees, by which thofe inner Rinds ac- 
quire under ground a red colour, and a grateful fweetiih tafte, 
ferving them for a condiment, and fupplying the place of Salt. 
Amongft their Herbs, they make much of the Angelicafetrofa, 
by roafting the nnskinned ftalk thereof, before it runs into 
Seed J which though bitter, yet is pleafing to them, becaufe 
they are accuftom'd to it, and know it to be conducive to 
health. As to their DW«^, they ufe common Water, and fuch 
broth wherein Filh and Flelh have been boiled. 

JSI'mthly^ He defcribes their Huntirigy and the Inftruments 
belonging thereto J as alfo the Manual prac^ti ces of their 
Men and Women, and their Recreations, Plays, and Marriages. 
They never go a Hunting, without having firft explored the 
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favour pf Cod by their Magic Dram, and they judge it very 
iinlucky,ifany Woman meetthem when theygo to that exercire, 
in which their chief Game are the Reen-Dear and Bean j the 
former fervingthem both forHorfes, and Meat andCloaths.,- the 
latter forFeafting and Rejoycing, there being nothing more 
glorious to a Laf lander^ then to have killed a Bear. Amongft 
their Inftnmenti of Hunting, they ufe Bowsand Arrows,- their 
wooden Bows, having the two pieces they coniift of, joyned 
together by a glew, which they make of the skinsof fiich Fifhes 
as we call Fearches, hying thofe skins in warm-water, and 
keeping them there till the Scales conie off, wiiich when they 
are freed from, they boyl them in a little water, and fcum them 
well, often turning,beatingand comminuting them with a fmall 
ftick, till they become a kind of pultis, which they pour out 
and let dry, and fo fet by for axfe j wetting them with a little 
water,when any thing is to be glew'd therewith,as you do other 
Glew. Befides this Hunting-trade, driven by their Men only, 
the fame implpy themfelves alfo in other pradices, as in Coof:- 
ery (which no Women there mitfl: meddle with,) in Building of 
Boats J (which they do out of Pine-boards, joyning them toge- 
ther with Wickers, without any }<i3ii\s,)inCarpentry^3.nd in ma- 
king Q? Sleds^ Trunks, Chcft( and Baskets, and various Utenfils, 
either of W^ood or Bones, necelfary in a Family. Theie being 
the Imployments of Men only, the W'omenstask is, to make 
Cloaths,Shoes,Gloves,and the furniture and trappings for their 
Yieen-Dear ; as alfo to Spin, which is to make a kind of thred, 
not of Flax or Hemp (which is unknown to them) but of the 
finews of the faid D^^r, which they dry and beat, and fo pre- 
pare it to ferve them for Thred, uled in fowlng their Cloaths, 
Boots,Shoes and Gloves ; v/hich thred is of the length of the 
Nerves, it is made of. Though at dmes they make alfo fonie 
Yarn of Sheeps-wool, for the weaving of Ribbondsand Gar- 
tersj fometimes alfo of white Hars-hair, for Hats and Sleeves. 
To their Women it belongs alfo to Weave, and to draw Wire,- 
which latter is done by them, by/uperinducing Tin npon the 
fineft above-mentionedThred madeof finev^-sj which they do by 
meltingpiecesof Tinof antll long, and thendravving it with 
their teeth through bigger or fmaller holes of a Horn, and ma- 
king the wire fiat on one fide by inferting afmall bone into the 
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hole, through which the Wire is to be drawn. And with this 
Wire the Women embroider their Cloaths, as we do ours with 
Gold ane Silver Wire. As for their Fijhing^ that is a work com- 
mon to their Men and Women. What is fubjoyn'd to thefe 
things, about the Paftimes, Converfation and Marriages, as alfo 
of the Travail of their Women with Child, and the breeding 
oF their Children, may be fitter to read in the Author himielf, 
than here. 

Tenlhl% he fpeaks of the Difeafes of the Laplanders ^ con- 
cerning which he obferves, that they know of no burning 
Fevers, nor Plague, and live many of them, to 80, 90, and 
fome to above 1 00 years of age, remaining in that age vigorous 
and able to do their work, and to travel any whither j yet they 
are fubje<5t to weaknefs of their Eyes, becaufe they much live 
in fmoak ; as alfo to Pleurifies, Inflammation of the Lungs, and 
GiddinefTes; and now and then to the fmall Pox. Aeainft all 
their inward Difeafes they ufe the root of a certain Mo/;, they 
call 'JcYtk^ and in want of that, the ftalk of Angeli':a, making a 
•deco^t'on thereof in the whey of Reen-Dear-Milk. 'Finding 
any pain in their Limbs, they apply fome ignited matter (as the 
fungus adhering to Beech-trees) to the place aifeiited, to blifter 
it, and thereby to draw out the ill humours, and ib to allay the 
pain. Their wounds they cure "With no other unguent but the 
Kolin of Trees. If the froft do benum or mortifie any limb, 
they prefently run a red-hot iron into a Rheen-Deai/ Cheefe, 
and with the oyl dropping thence they anoint the frozen part, 
with admirable luccels. The fame Cheefe boiled in Milk cu- 
reth their Cough, aiid otlier diftempers of the Lungs, the 
decodion being drunk hot , which is alfo good, it feems 
for their ftomacks, to preferve them from being vitiated by 
the conftant drinking of water. As to their Burials, they 
give with tlie deceafed a Hatchet, and a Flint with a piece 
of Steel, deeming, that at the Refurrcdcn they will in 
that darknefs need light to find the way, and an inftrument 
to cut down what may be in their way, efpecially among thick 
Woods. 

Eievcnthbi, He reckons up the Animals, Vegetables and Mi- 
nerals of Lapland, after he hath taken notice, what they want 
of them. They have no Horfe.s, Affes, Oxen, Sheep, nor Goats 
of their own Country. The Rheen-Vear ferves them inftead -of 
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all thefe J which is a kind of a Hart, but of an Afh-colour, and a more 
bulky Body, and bearing three Horns, and having feet refembling thof& 
of Oxen or Cows, which are Cloven, though the Animal do not rumi- 
nate. It is naturally wild, but taken and tamed by the Natives, who ca- 
ftrate them after a ftrange manner. I'heir Milk is very fat, thick,, and 
very nourifliing. They caft thsit Horns every yearj which, the Females 
of them do not before they be with young. The other wild Beafts in 
Lapland are Bears, Elks, Harts, J-Vohes, Beavers, Foxes, Otters,. Martons 
Sqwrrels, Ermins and Hares. Of Birds, there are bred in. Lapland 
Sxuam, Geefe, Dtuks, Hotips, Snipes, all forts of Water-fowl, and of Wood- 
fowl, the Cick of the Woody the Heath -Cock, and tlie Digopus. Of Fijhes 
that Country aJfo abounds, fuch as are Salmons (which are very excel- 
lent there, and of which our Author faith, there was once in one year 
exported ijooo Tuns;) Pikes often of the bignefs of a Mans length and 
above; Carps, qkzn an £11 long; Trouts, Barbies, Gudgeons, &cc. Oi Lifetls 
that Country breeds but few ; there are no .SVr/»f'««, nor K<?<7.r, though 
there be Gnats and Wafps. Concerning Vegetables, they want Apples^ 
Pears, Cherries, a.nd the like. They want alfo Oak, Hafel, Beech, Lime, and 
I'lain-xncs; but they are well ftor'd with Pi>:es, Fnr, juniper. Birch, IVd- 
lo'M, Aj^in, Alder, Cirneiion, Ser-jice, Rihes, Blnck-herries, Bramble-berrieSy 
&c. Their //^r^f arc, abundance of Grafs, Angelica, the great Sorrel, and 
CakeJus, Lapponicus, or Brafjlca Ranglj erorum (f eculiar to that Countr}) 
not eaten by any Animals there : Behdes, theyhaveZ?/w«.f, arid excellent 
M'Jfes, of which latter one kind yields food xot\K R.heen'Dear in Win- 
ter, but is death to Foxes. As to Minerals, there was foi.nd in that 
Country a Silver-mine A. i<>35 ; the hrft Mine, that ever was difco- 
vered there ; and another A, 1660. Thete uie alfo Copper and Iron-Mines, 
more than one. It yields a.\[o Cryflals, Amethyfls, Tcpaz.es, and Pearls; 
of which the Cryfials are by this Author faid to furpafs the Bohemian 
Diamonds in hardncfs, and are ufed by the Natives to flrike.fire with, 
when they want Fhnts. 

Laftlj, He concludes with the mention of the many Rivers, Xakes, 
and Hills oi Lapland, noting, that there is a Lake of that bignefs, 
which hath as many Ifles in it, as there arc Days in the Year, ,and that 
many of the Mountains, which divide Lapland from Nor-way, are fo 
high, that they are perpetually covered with Snow. 
II. TW yf" Any worthy Perfons having lately written excellently well to 

i.VA proir.ote the welfare of England, and other his Majefties-Do- 
minions (fome in one kind cf ways, others by other Expedients,) as we 
named feme in our laft foregoing Tract, fo here we raufi go on to name 
ethers.

lide, they profecuce the fame good intentions for the publick good. The 
or.e, in a more general way, with lively and warnaly preffing encourage- 
ments; the other, in the plaineft language condefcending to direft 
the beft manner of practice, always calculating the particular charge 
and confiderable profit oi all adventures in Agriculture, and fuch 
Trades as he follicits ; of which he very exadly and fully proves the 
Filler) to be the Foundation and fuppcrt of all Trades, Navigation and 
Commerce in Hjllani; and may be fo, and much better to England^ 
Sc'Alani and Ireland, when we fhall be as kind and wife for our felves, 
as thev are for themfclves.
